Consequent on the issue of Government orders decla- 
ring Kapus and Telagas of certain Districts on Backward 
Classes, the Kapu and Telagas of Nellore District have 
became eligible to be treated as Backward Classes. The 
Collector, Nellore has since brought to the notice of 
Government that Reddys of Nellore District are generally 
known as Kapus and the entries in the Service Registers 
of Reddis are also made to the effect that they belong to 
Kapus and he has sought clarification whether Kapus of 
Nellore District known as Reddis can be treated as Back- 
ward Classes, 

Reddis of NoUore District cannot be treated as Back- 
ward Classes and orders clarifying the position will be 
issued separately.

(a) A proposal is under consideration of Govern- 
mcnt to undertake legislation to prevent beggary in the 
State under an integrated Act and to repeal the Madras 
Prevention of Begging Act, 1945 and Hyderabad Preven- 
tion of Beggary Act^ 1350 F. The bill provides for establish 
ing institutions in the State for maintenance and detention 
of the beggars. When the bill is enacted into a Law and 
enforced in the State it would be possible to take effective 
measures to check beggar nuisance in twin cities,

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Sri N. Sanjiva Reddyi— 

(a) and (b) : Yes, Sir. 

(c) According to the Pay Comittee report (1958, vol. 
I) the difiference of scales of pay was kept between the 
heads of Departments and Secretariat because the type of 
work in the Secretariat is of a special nature involving 
scrutiny, care and large measure of secrecy and trust besi- 
des being a technical nature which requires efficiency of 
a higher order. The noting and drafting in the Secretariat 
requires good knowledge of current problems, initiative 
and originality of thought. The chances of promotion in 
the Secratariat are much less when compared to opportuni- 
ties obtaining in the office of the Heads of Departments. 
A number of States like Bombay, Madras, Uttar Pradesh, 
Punjab, Madhya Pradesh and Mysore have adopted higher 
scales of pay for the Secretariat. The Pay Comittee felt 
that the nature of work rendered in the Secratariat is of a 
special nature and therefore recommended higher scales in 
the Secretariat.

«mail almirah, a cloth staad and a cotomode with jmed. 

Lights for readmg are iallowed at night npito 10 p.m. 
Diet- 
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They are supplied rations of their choice and of a 
value not exceeding Rs. 3.50 nP. per head per day. They 
are provided with separate kitchen facilities and necessary 
assistance for cooking their food. 

The security prisoners may spend from their private 
funds a sum not exceeding Rs. 20/- per mensem to supple 
ment third diet. 

Pocket allowance: 

They were formerly given a pocket allowance of 
Rs. 3.50 nP per mensem each for purchase of smokes, 
betel, razor blades etc. and if desired increased quantity 
of firewood. This allowance has since been increased ta 
Rs. 10/- per mensem for each detenu. 

Clothing: 

Each security prisoner may wear his own clothes, and 
friends, if permitted to do so by the Jail Superintendent, 
may send in extra clothes and bedding. Each security 
prisoner is supplied, with four shirts, four p^yjamas 
or dhoties two banians, two jangias and two 'towels every 
half year subject to a maximum cost of Rs. 33/-, 

The question of increasing this allowance is under 
consideration of Government separately. 

Bedding: 

Security prisoners who are unable to provide 
themselves with sufficient bedding are supplied annually

This Board functioned from 1-11^61 to 
31-10-1962 when the Advisory Leather Board under the 
Chairmanship of Minister for Industries was constituted 
in its place. 

The Advisory Leather Board recommended schemes 
for the reorganisation of the Departmental Leather and 
Footwear centres and they have been sanctioned by 
Government- Some more schemes recommended by the 
Board are under active consideration of Government. 

(b) The former Ad hoc Leather Board during its 
short-term drew up several schemes for the development 
of Leather Industry in the State.

Sri V. Srikrishna [Mangalagiri\ ■ The Andhra Pradesh 
Muslim Wakf Board was constituted after the promulga- 
tion of the Central Act in Andhra Pradesh in 1961. From 
its very inception, the Board has become a target of severe 
public criticism. Now it has become the subject-matter 
of hot propaganda in the city of Hyderabad between rival 
groups. It has become more Conspicuous by its group 
rivalries than by its service to the common cause. Because 
of these quarrels and internal wrangles between the mem- 
bers of the Board, the MotawalUs and Inamdars who 
manage the wakf property are mismanaging them, taking 
advantage of these. Neero was fiddling while Rome was 
burning : we know that. The Board was sleeping while 
the Mutawallis in the areas are committing wastage of 
the properties of l^e wakf Board. These matters have 
been brought to the notice of the hon. Minister by the 
President and Secretary of Wakf Property Protection Com- 
mittee. Recently they have brought some concrete instan- 
ces also to the notice of the hon. Minister. I wish to draw 
the attention of the hon. Minister to see that these facts are 
taken into consideration when the new Board is constitut- 
ed and in the meanwhile to take necessary steps to set 
right the matters there and see that the wakf property is 
safeguarded and interests of community at large are also 
safeguarded. 

The Minister for Buildings and Communications (Sri 
Mir Ahmad AH Khan) : The Andhra Pradesh Wakf 
Board was constituted on 4th March 1961 for the entire 
State of Andhra Pradesh, keeping in view Section 1 1 of 
the Muslim Wakf Act which deals with the appointment 
of Members. According to Section 12 of the said Act, 
the term of this Board is 5 years. It will be reconstituted 
on the expiry of the above period. In accordance with 
Sectioil 51 of the said Act, the State Government has

Section 61 
of the said Act gives powers to the State Government to 
supersede the Board, in which case all property vested in 
the Board shall, during the period of supersession, vest in 
the State Government; but in the opinion of the Govern- 
ment, there is no need to supersede the Board, as there are 
no grounds for it.

The Minister for Excise and Prohibition (Sri M. JR. Appa 
Rao) Sir, According to information so far available with the 
Government a raid party consisting of the Sub-Inspector 
of Prohibition, Palakonda, Srikakulam, 2 petty officers 
and 16 Prohibition Guards led by the Assistant Prohibition 
Officers, Bobbin, left for detection of prohibition offences, 
in Malli village, within the limits of Palakonda Station 
area, on March 8, in a prohibition van. The Assistant 
Prohibition Officer on reaching Malli village directed the 
Sub-Inspector, Palakonda at about 12 noon on the same 
day to proced to Bodi Adayya Guda about 1 Smiles from 
the Malli village. The raid party reached the place at 
about 1 P. M. and found four persons distilling arrack 
on livestilis and on seeing the raid party, the offenders 
destroyed the property and attempted to escape^ The 
raid party chased the offenders who managed the reach to 
top of a hill where they gathered about 30 men and retalia- 
ted by pelting big stones at the raid party. As a result 
of this two sub Inspectors and 5 Prohibition Guards were 
injured. The Sub Inspector of Prohibition Palakonda

tli^y did not disperse. The mob however continued

The result of the judicial enquiry held by 
the Sub Inspector, Parvathipuram is not yet available with 
the Government, The Government are also a waiting the 
Collectors' report on this incident.

Sri R, Dasaratharami Reddy: Sir, the amendment now 
xelates to two matters, and that is, both with regard to 
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imprisonment as also fine. In the original section as pro. 
posed, it is stated that the imprisonment may extend to a 
period of one year and finemay^xtend to Rs. 10,000. This, 
as ordinarily understood, may mean that punishment 
must be both by way of imprisonment and fine. But it 
has been interpreted by several judical pronouncements, 
and it is very clear that what it means is that imprisonment 
is obligatory and fine is not necessary. I do not know if 
the intention of the Government is, besides giving impri- 
sonment of one year, they should also get some money by 
way of compensation for the offence committed. If that 
is so, my submission is that this is not adequate. 

If, as I understand the law as interpreted by several 
High Courts, if it is a case where imprisonment alone is 
necessary and fine is optional, there is no meaning 
in fixing a minimum for the fine to be imposed. In the 
alternative case, where it is said **six months' imprison- 
ment or with fine'', then there is point in saying that if 
fine is to be levied, it must be a minimum of so much. 
But where, as in the first section, one year's imprisonment 
and fine are to be awarded, what the law says is that impri 
sonment is necessary and fine need not be imposed. My 
submission, therefore, is that to fix a minimum for fine is 
meaningless. So far as the first part is concerned, I sug- 
gest that it may be a minimum period, so far as imprison- 
ment is concerned; and with regard to fine, which is not 
obligatory upon the court, it may be undefined; it may be 
any amount extending from Re. 1 to the maximum. 

Mr. Speaker: "Any amounf'-what does that mean? 

Sri R. Dasaratharami Reddy: There is no question 
of fixing a minimum, because the court need not levy 
fine at all, and it must give imprisonment only. That is 
all, 

Mr. Speaker: Imprisonment is mandatory. So far 
as imposing of fine is concerned- • • 
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Sri R. Dasarathaxami Reddy: So far as imposing of 
fine is concerned, though it says "imprisonment and fine\ 
the law as interpreted says that it is not necessary to 
impose fine. Therefore, there is no point in saying that 
it must be a minimum of Rs. 500. So far as the second 
case is concerned, where imprisonment is not necessary 
and the alternative of fine may be given, then the fine to 
be imposed may be a particular minimum sum. 

Mr, Speaker: Then, it should be 'imprisonment or 
fine" 

Sri R. Dasaratharami Reddy: The second type covers 
cases where it is stated "imprisonment or fine or both". 
Therefore, where imprisonment is not given and where fine 
is not to be awarded, it is necessary to say that the fine to 
be imposed must be not less than Rs. 500 or something 
like that.

Mr. Speaker: Usually, in all enactments it is stated" 
with fine not exceeding Rs • 

Sri R. Dasaratharami Reddy: In the Penal Code, 
under Section 302, it is said "with imprisonment and fine", 
and it has been interpreted that the penalty of imprison- 
ment is obligatory and the imposition of fine is not neces- 
sa3cy* I^ siKjh a case, to say that the fine shall be not less 
than Rs. 500 is meaningless. 

Mr. Speaker: Sri Dasaratharami Reddy's contention 
is that no mimmum should be fixed. 

Sri K. Brahmananda Reddy. The intention of the 
Government is that there should be minimum imprison- 
ment as well as minimum fine. What should be done to 
convey that intention, could be done. 

Mr. Speaker: Imprisonment is made compulsory. 
So far as fine is concerned, I think we need not fix any 
minimum. Let us leave it to the discretion of the Magis- 
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trate. Let us say, ''• ^ -with a fiae not exceeding Rs. 2,000 
or some such thing*'. 

Sri K. Brahmananda Reddy: Here also, the Magistrate 
has got discretion; between Rs. 500 and Rs. 10000/- he 
has got ample discretion within which he can impose 
fine. 

Sri E. Ayyapu Reddy: Obviously, Sri Dasaratharami 
Reddy is not aware of the Government's subsequent 
amendment. He is reading only from the Bill as it is. 
There is a subsequent amendment making fine and impri- 
sonment obligatory and mandatory. 

Mr, Speaker: The amendment moved reads like this: 
'*with imprisonment for a term which shall not be less than 
three months but which shall not exceed one year and 
with fine which shall not be less than Rs. 500 but which 
shall not exceed Rs. 10,000". Even here, you are fixing a 
minimum fine to be imposed. No discretion is left to the 
Magistrate^ The punishment should not be less than 3 
months^ imprisonment and should no,t be less than Rs. 500 
fine. What Sri Dasaratharami Reddi suggests is that so 
far as fine is concerned, we need not fix a minimum: We 
can, according to him, fix a maximum but not a minimum. 
If you accept that suggestion, well and good. 

Sri A. Balarami Reddy : We accept that position, Sir. 
I will amend my amendment, and the amended amend- 
ment reads like this;

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Sri E. Ayyapu Reddy: Mr: Speaker, Sir, I am rising 
only to make some suggestions with regard to the provis- 
ions for appeals and revisions. Previously this matter was 
considered by the Subordinate Legislation Committee of 
this House, Sir, and it made reccmmendaticns which 
is to this effect* "Wliile scrutinising the rules under the 
Appeals and Revisions, the Committee finds thatadqquate 
provision has not been made to prevent simultaneous 
exercise of revisionary and appellate jurisdictions, under 
Sections 20 and 21 by the Board of Revenue and other 
prescribed authorities on the one hand and the Appellate 
Tribunal on the other hand respectively. The possibility 
of two conflicting decisions being given under sections 20 
.and 21 simultaneously on one and the same cause of action 
must be avoided by making a suitable provision prevent- 
ing the exercise of revisional powers under section 20 
whexi proceedings are pending or decision given under 
section 21. 1 am not trying to elaborate this point except 
lo quote one of the Hon'ble Members in the course of the 
discussion. 

'*Shri Gopalrao Ekbote said that he could not under- 
stand why the Board of Revenue and the Deputy Commis 
:sioner should be empowered to send for records suo motu 
of any order passed. He raised a question as to what 
should happen in cases where the assessee preferred an 
appeal against the order of an assessing authority and the 
Revenue Board or the Deputy Commissioner called for 
records and passed meanwhile even when the appeal was 
pending before the appellate authority or in cases where 
he time for appeal had not expired. He said that he 
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could not see eye to eye with the provisions of sections 20, 
and 22. He was afraid that if the sections were allowed 
to remain as they are, it might lead to several complicat- 
ions and anomalies/' 

I expected that the amending Bill will take note of the 
recomendations ofthe Subordinate Legislation Committee. 
Obviously it has escaped the notice. Under Section 19 
appeals are provided and under Section 20 the Revenue 
Board is entitled to have revisional jurisdiction and under 
Section 22 the Appellate Tribunal has got powers for 
appeals against orders passed under Section 21. There is 
a writ to the High Court under Section 22. But as aga- 
inst the order passed by the Revenue Board there is time 
for appeal to. the High Court. But one thing surpsising is 
this. There is no restriction for the Revenue Board to 
exercise its revisional jurisdiction when the matter is pen- 
ding before the Appellate Tribunal, i.e. for one and the 
same cause of action when the matter is pending before 
the Appellate Tribunal, it does not prevent the Revenue 
Board from giving in their decision in its revisional juris- 
diction. The assessee will be entitled to or will be under an 
obligation to prefer an appeal to the High Court as well 
as a revision. And there is scope for conflicting decisions 
being given by the Revenue Board in its revisional juris- 
diction and by the Appellate Tribunal in its jurisdiction 
in appeal. This must be avoided. There are certain 
anomalies in the Act which were discussed in the meetings 
of the Subordinate Legislation Committee. I hope the 
recommendations of the Committee will be borne in mind 
by the Selept Committee when it redrafts the enactment^

In respect of paddy and rice, the general consensus 
of the trade was in favour of continuance of the single 
point system. There was however a minority view expre- 
ssed strongly that it would be better to have a multi-point 
levy at one per cent. I have given full consideration to 
this suggestion. I still feel that the present system has got 
much to commend itself. In the j&rst instance, a single 
point tax at the point of first purchase generally places 
all incidence upon the producer* Normally, a tax on pro-- 
ducer is not desirable. But income from land in Andhra 
Pradesh as well as in other States is relatively under-taxed 
compared to income derived from other sources. A prov- 
ision to revise upwards, the land tax by 100 per cent has na 
doubt been made but the prices of agricultural commodities- 
havegone up by about 500 per cent over the leval prevailing 
in 1939 and the producer could as well be asked to bear the 
burden of the purchase tax. Since there is no agricultural 
income-tax, the cultivator or the producer is in a position 
to pay. Secondly, the argument that paddy and rice are 
the necessities and therefore should not be taxed is not 
justified because the tax is not added to the price but is- 
borne by the producer.

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Minister was met by newsmen who wanted his reaction 
to the Award, *What reaction do you expect from me. I 
have already expressed my views in the Assembly and on 
many other occasions. Our immediate minimum objec- 
tives, viz., Srisailam and Pochampad Projects have been 
given the clearance.' The Chief Minister said that the 
second phase of Nagarjunasagar Project would be taken 
up. No one can stop it, I assure you that we will go 
ahead with it-' This is the statement of the Chief Minister. 
And then the headlines are like this: "State will go ahead 
with the Nagarjunasagar Second Phase ~ CM/' 

So far as "The Deccan Chronicle" is concerned, of 
course, they have given their own heading that the Chief 
Minister is satisfied and all that. But from the very wor- 
ding of the statement which is given to the press people, 
it is different. The press people can give any heading they 
want. I am saying the very wording of the statement of 
the Chief Minister i.e. what he has said to the press people. 
The wording is given in quotations, 

I would request the hon. members that whenever they 
refer to the Chief Minister's statement after the decision 
of the Central Government was announced, they should 
be cautious because hon. Sri Latchanna also was very 
vehemently referring to it. Unfortuntely he is not present 
here in the House. He was saying that the Chief Minis- 
ter said that he is completely satisfied and all that. But, 
when I verified from the very statement he has made to 
the press people which is put in quotations, I do not think 
it will give such an impression. 

Sri V. Visveswararao: Any how I request the hon. 
^pealcer to go into not only one paper* But there are so 
aiany other papers also. 

Mr. Speaker: Even "The Peccan Chronicle" has 
also put it in inverted commas.

i)*/ iJ. Dasaratharamareddy: Mr. speaker. Sir, the 
river water dispute has been engaging the attention of the 
House and the entire population of the State for a very 
long period. The attitude of the Government has been 
very clearly expressed by the present Ministers as well as 
the Ministry which was in oflSce earlier. All of them have 
the support of this House that as far as the rights of this 
State are concerned, they should all be protected and safe- 
guarded. The basis on which this attitude was 
expressed by the leaders of this House as well as the 
members was that in 1951 there was an agreement 
and when an agreement has been entered into 
between the Government and the sister states the riparian 
states in all solemnity, it should be sanctified and it should 
be honoured and there should be no breach thereof. It is 
on this basis mainly that we have been agitating that as 
far as our Government is concerned, with the support of 
the population of the entire state as well as the members 
belonging to all sections of this House, they should stand 
and adhere to the agreement of 1951 and try to enforce it 
without giving way. This was accepted in principal and 
was urged on behalf of the State by our Government. But 
the question that now arises for consideration is that after 
the examination of the entire position with regard to the 
agreement of 1951, it is now clearly expressed in the state- 
ment given by the lion. Minister in the Parliament that 
^'briefly the advice of the Ministry of Law was that the 
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agreement was legally wholly inejBfective and unenforceable; 
iidi view was generally supported by the Attorney Gene- 
ral of India who stated that the agreement must be treated 
as having become void; if it has not become void, at least 
partially ab initio" Therefore the legal opinion that has 
been tendered at the highest level is to the effect that the 
agreement was void; at any rate ab initio they said it is 
par tialiy void. Therefore it is now very clear on the basis 
of this opinion that we cannot try to urge that the agree- 
ment of 1951 was a valid one and that all sanctity should 
be attached to it. We paust take into consideration the 
opinion given and after the opinion has been expressed 
aijd published it is for us to accept the opinion and to see 
how far we can urge our rights.

But here we have got an opinion that is 
already expressed by the legal officers at the highest level; 
therefore we have to re-examine our position with regard 
to the effect of the agreement. No doubt the 1951 agree- 
ment is true and, it has to be held valid and it is not void 
either ab initio, partially or to the full extent. No doubt 
we have a strong case again to place before the Central 
Government, The Central Minister has again said that 
the matter is not final and that the matter is still capable 
of being negotiated and settled; therefore no state need 
express in very violent terms with regard to their rights or 
infringement thereof. Therefore the point for considera- 
tion at this stage would be-different states have got their 
own opinions in regard to the 1951 agreement. We have 
been of the opinion that it cannot be easily by-passed. 
Itot ttow we find the opinion expressed at a different level; 
an opinxoti which cannot be said to be biased. There is 
no reason for us to suspect that the Central Government is 
against any State. It is not a case of India fighting 
Pakistani. As a matter of fact the water rights between 
India and Paskistan sometime ago arose and the matter 
^as also considered against the interests of India. It has 
□teen expres,sed that what we have conceded in favour of 
Pakistan is really against the interests of our Indian State. 
%jSiich a; case I can understand every state or the states 
;^mer putting up a vehement case for the purpose of 
*'.W^ tibieir rights. But as far as this matter is concerned 
il^Sra. matter which concerns all states. No doubt every 
5^?s a^ious to have rights preserved for itself and to 
i^^pvfi either facilities for irrigation or for production 
Qfi^Q^^r.-, Jher^foffc with these things, my subttiission is 
Ito^ncw wfe have got a judgment or an award-an interim 
award giVen by the person who is competent to do it. 
Under the provisibhs of the Constitution Act itself, 
\^enever a dispute arises,' it is for the Central Government 
if if considers the dilute ^ot frivolous, and if it is capable 
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of being gone into-to acquire data by the appointment of 
a Commission and when the Commission submits the data 
and facts; to examine them impartially and to try to give 
an award. As far as it is possible the Central Government 
would try to see to bring the States together, their mini- 
sters or their members of the Houses, their representatives 
to see if the matter could be adjusted between them. 
When that becomes impossible the Central Government 
has to face the thing. Therefore the Government has 
faced it and it has expressed its view- The Chief Minister 
also has stated to the extent to which the award is given, 
it is not highly against our interests because technical 
clearance has been given to some of the schemes given in 
1951. The basis on which this interim award is given is 
that as far as the proposals pending before the Govern- 
ment before 1951 are concerned, all facts have been 
taken into consideration and it is on that basis that 
the 1951 agreement has been executed. By 1951 our 
S4a*e had many proposals and all of them had been 
taken into consideration. The other states which are the 
riparian states had not by then advanced so much. They 
did not think of utilising these v^aters very much by that 
date, but every state has become aware of its legal rights 
and is trying to re-agitate the matter, but how far that 
re-agitation or the assertion of rights by one state which 
in anyway interferes with an agreement solemnly entered 
into in 1951 is justified, is a matter which has to be serio- 
usly considered because if we violate to-day this agreement 
there is no knowing whether the award given now or any 
agreement that we may reach in this year would be final 
even at least till J976 as it is stated to be. Therefore 
keeping alive all these factors it is necessary for all the 
states to have a common and cooperative approach for the 

puri)ose of utilisation of the water that is available to the 
maximum extent. 

Coming to the 1951 agreement, it is stated that the 
assessment was on the footing that it was 86% dependa- 
bility of water; on that basis it would appear that the 
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amount of Water that was said to be available was about 
1750 tM.C. ft. But now we jflnd that the dependability 
has been revised at 75 per cent and 86 per cent is not relia- 
ble. But on the basis of 75% we find as far as Krishna is 
concerned, there is about 1800 T.M.Cft. of water availa- 
ble and on that footing it has been distributed between 
three states. But at the same time the dependability of 
Godavari has been considerably reduced. Whereas in 
1951 it was thought that if we have to have a link and 
take the water from Godavari into Krishna, the water that 
would be available is less, now it is alleged more water 
would be available from Godavari to Krishna. As has 
been stated by the hon. Member who just spoke befor^ 
me, it would cost about Rs. 80 crores for the diversion. 
That is what we find in an article that has been published 
in fhe 'Itidian Express' two days back. As far as this 
RS. 80 crores is( (Concerned it is not known whether the 
€!e%tral Government is going to bear it; so fair as Nagar- 
junasagar project itself is concerned repeated requests 
liaVe been made to the Centre and they have declined to 
treat it as a central project or to invest their own fundsi 
in it. Thtereforein view of the circumstances even if you 
fln<lthat there is greater dependability in Godavari and 
f Od T.J^.C. ft. of watef cati be brought into Krishna, we 
ikia'*^ to exathitte v^hfether this scheme is feasible, ^^^hether 
we cjati. undfertak6 me scheme and whether we can meet

Minister also said that we are satisfied. He has also 
expressed as far as die case of the State is cdnderiidd he is 
going to still placd' before iM Centre the view point that' 
ha% bfeen eifptfesserf b^ thi^ HW§^ waiiiiiio^s!)^ m mt 
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two years and that he would still urge for a reconsiderat- 
ion of this matter- I therefore submit that as far as this 
matter is concerned now we are in possession of our own 
opinion, the opinion that has been given to us by our law 
officers, the information and the date that has been collec- 
ted by our engineers and it is for our engineers now to 
find out whether the statement of the data given by the 
Qulhati Commission is correct and if so, to what extent 
and to provide our ministers with all data so that when 
they go before the Central Government the data will be 
placed. On the basis of the data we may urge for recon- 
sideration of the case rather than express our opinion in 
a vehement language by merely saying that the 1951 
agreement is very sacrosanct and therefore it must be 
honoured. Therefore my submission is that now all: 
facts are available; the report itself is available; it must 
be studied properly and the entire data must be made 
available. On the basis of the data. and on the basis of 

the legal opinion that we got from our state, we must urge 
ouy case. It is in a cooperative spirit that we must ap- 
pro^h the problem and seek a proper solution.
